Quinn, who is the inspiring force of 
the National Anti-Gambling Associa- 
tion of America, has come to England 
to carry on the campaign which he has, 
now been waging for nineteen years. | 

White-hatred, but still vigorous-look- 
ing, with a keen, clean-shaven face, 
somewhat suggestive of a lawyer, Mr, 
Quinn has a fresh and racy way of exe 
Pressing his views that seizes thé at- 
tention at once. 

Hitherto, preachers have tried to im-| 
press young men with a-~serse of th2 
wrongness of gambling; Mr. Quinn 
aims at demonstrating its folly. The 
young men who. “know a thing or 
two,” who “can see their way about,” 
who “aren’t likely to be taken in,”’ will 
have their self-confidence ‘a good deal 
Shaken by Mr. Quinn’s demonstrations 
of the methods of the professional 
Sambler against whom they are so 
foolish as‘to pit themselves. 

“They don’t know the tricks,” said 
Mr. Quinn. “They think they have a 
fair chance—they never have a chance 
at all. They win or lose just as the| 
expert. pleases. I can tell you that! 
thousands are lost by English people’ 
who come to America. 

Just to give you an example: I met

WILL BE FOUGHT FROM CLOUDS

The voyage of the British military airship 
Nalli Secundus (second to none) over Lon- 
don on Saturday, within view of some mil- 
Mons of citizens, has demonstrated more for- 
cibly to the public mind the coming of the 
airship age and the practicability of waging 
war among the clouds. 

Three of the universal powers—England, 
France and Germany—have now evgived the 
Becleus of a squadroin of aerial Warships. 
Already military and aeronautical scientists 
gre giving definite conception to the outlines 
of the first great battle between 
powers, each equipped with an aerial fleet. 

An idea of their terrible possibilities is ob- 
tainable from the following excerpts from an 
arGcle written by Dr. Rudolf Martin, a coun- 
cHiior of Te German government.

channel, which is only 200 kilometers! 
distant.

The Three Battle Airships. 


The battle airships possessed by the 
three governments are: 

England: Nulli Secundus, constructed 
at Aldershot; traveled on Saturday fif- 
ty miles, crossed London, was in the 
air three and one-half hours, and the 
highest speed attained in light air was 
at the rate of forty miles per hour. 

(France: The Petrie; has maneuvered 
over Paris, traveled through the air for 
three hours and fifteen minutes, and 
covered forty miles; her speed against 
wind was at the rate of eighteen miles 
an hour. ' 

Germany: The Gross and the Parse- 
val, both constructed by German army 
officers; each has . maneuvered over 
Berlin. The Gross is said to carry six 
men, searchlights, and wireless teleg- 
raphy instruments; she remained in the

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New York October  26.—(Special.)— 


Over a oircuit of 500 miles of 
stalled in a Madison square office 
ing any one interested can now 
the sending and receiving of telegrams 
at the rate of 1,000 words a minute. 
This tells in a sentence what is actually 
being done by the Delany system of au- 
tomatic rapid telegraphy It has al- 
ready been bought outright by the Tele- 
post Company, formed to operate a na- 
tional telegraph system in competition 
with the Western Union and the Postal. 

Scientific papers describe the Delany 
system with a wealth of technical terms 
that baffie the layman's comprehension. 
The sum of these descriptions seemg to 
be that the inventor has overcome the 
“static’’ force stored in the telegraph 
wire, which has heretofore largely nul- 
lified all attempts at high speed auto- 
matic telegraphy, and has put this force 
to work for him. The mechanism is 
@imple enough, or, at least, not compli- 
cated in outward appearance. 

There is a perforating machine 
punches magnetically operateg on 
tape.

London, October 26.—Londoners are 
waiting with much curiosity to see whet 
will be the next episode in the meteoric 
career of Dugald Roses, who described 
himself ag a Canadian cattle dealer the 
other day, when he was finally located 
at Dover after having been for some 
time ‘“‘missing.’’

appears actually to be the home of Mr. 
Ross, 

No one here ever heard of the “mil- 
lionaire” before he came to London, 
After he arrived, however, he wasted no 


time in stepping into the limelight. He 


'put up at the most expensive hotels, and 
'in declaring that he wanted the fastest 


racing automobile in the- world, added 
that he really didn’t care how much he 
paid for it. A mean like that usually 
gets a respectful hearing, and Ross’ 
name made its appearance in black typ® 
in the English dailies. 

He was interviewed extensively and 
coaxed ang dined by a dozen automobile 
dealers amd after a sensational trial at 
the Brooklands motor track, during 
which he accomplished a speed of 115 
miles an hour, he announced that he 
had purchased the 200-horse power Dar- 
racaq with which the feat wae achieved.

Editor Constitution: I wish to approve every 
word of Mr. F. H. Knauff's letter in regard 
to parcels post and I believe everybody who 
studies the matter some will favor it. 

About 1900 quite an effort was made 
have congress pass a parcels post la wand Mr. 
Bromwell’s speech made at that time would 
convert any sane man to an ardent advocate 
of it. The efforts through the various ez- 
press companies defeated it. Just prior to ac- 
tion on this bill I wrote each Georgia con- 
gressman, requesting them to support the 
bill and have always done what I could to 
further its cause. 

I wish to give a few experiences of my 
own. I frequently had to order small parts 
of machinery ftom the east and often had 
them separated ff possible, so they could come 
by mail. I distinctly remember ordering a 
small part, instructing that it come by mail, 
but it was sent by express, as it weighed a 
few ounces over four pounds; the express on 
it was $2. Having occasion to order another 
one in a few days, I instructed them to file 
off the extra four or five ounces, which they 
did; the piece reached me promptly and the 
postage was 64 cents. 

I have sent many bolts of cloth to New 
York, all of them the same size and weight, 
rarely varying more than one or two pounds, 
and have paid from 90 cents to $1.75 on these 
packages. If there was any system or rule 
to go by, the receiving clerk failed to go by 
it. I was formerly of the firm of Delbridge 
& Rice and during the holidays we sent many 
packages, presents mostly; many of these 
were prepaid, but it developed later that a 
good many packages were delivered collect. 

If a young lady receives a present with 35 
or 50 cents charges she is not apt to com- 
plain or ever mention the matter to the 
sender and I would advise everybody who 
sends a package prepaid that they advise 
the consignee, or see that prepaid is in bill- 
board letters on the package. I don’t think it 
is any dishonesty on the part of the em- 
ployees, but it certainly is rottenness some- 
where.

Of course it can- 
not be the prospect of a bumper crop, for 
in many places it is nearly all picked out ai- 
ready. Of course the weather has been gen- 
erally very favorable for gathering, and been 
responsibie for much of the crop being picked 
and ginned, as farmers generally pick and 
gin as fast as possible. I have sought all 
the information I could get in regard to this 
year’s crop, and all indications point to an 
unusually short crop, ana if my own observa- 
tion do@és not deceive me awfully it will un- 
doubtedly be the shortest crop that has ever 
been raised in my section for fifteen years. 
It looks to me like it is a spirit of the buy- 
ers to get it cheap that is responsible for 
the recent great slump in the market, or 
heavy receipts due. It surely cannot be the 
prospect for a large crop, as this is alto- 
gether an impossibility, and it seems to me 
to be an advisable plan for the farmers to 
quit selling just as fast as it goes down. 
If they have to raise money try to resort 
to some other means to raise it instead of 
putting their cotton on the market for so 
much less than it should be bringing. It 
seems that the speculators have fallen upon 
a plan to secure cotton by running the price 
down and making the farmers rush it on the 
market for fear it wilt go lower, but it ts 
well to be on to trickery In the cotton mar- 
ket and quit selling when it goes down and 
seil when it goes up where it ought to be. 
This old plan of running the price down to 
secure cotton and fool tne farmers into sell- 
ing for fear it will go lower has been work- 
ing injury long enough, and has been played 
so long that we are getting on to the 
game, and it is getting time for the farmers 
to begin to look for all these schemes that 
are being played to secure their product for 
less than it is worth. My advice to the cot- 
ton farmers would be to be In a hurry to 
pick their cotton, but don’t be in a hurry 
to gin and sell it.

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TO EXTERMINATE RATS 


Danish Society, Backed by the 
Government, Preparing 
for Slaughter, 


ALL MANNER OF EVIL 
CHARGED TO RODENTS 


Danish Government Hopes to Inter. 
est All Gevernments of World 
in War and Thus Put an Eud 
to Rats Mverywhere 


Special Cable. 

London, October 26.—While the dele 
gates at The Hague were passing reso- ’ 
lutions in favor: of universal peace, & 
society in Copenhagen, aided and abet- 
ted by the Danish government and leg- 
islature, was perfecting the machinery 
for a war which will ultimately em- 
broil the whole civilized world. It will 
end only with the utter extermination 
of the enemy. It will be fought with 
all the aids that the ingenuity of man 
can supply; the enemy will be shot, 
trapped, poisoned, and a price will be 
set on his head. 

That, at any rate, is the avowed ob- 
ject of the society engineering this war. 
Its title is “L’ Association Internationale 
pour la Destruction Rationelle des 
tats."’ Though it has only been in ex- 
istence a few years, it has already ex- 
ercised great influence not only in Den- 
mark, but also in other countries. 
When a society aiming at the destruc- 
tion of rats has a membership of 2,060 
men of standing and known influence, 
when it is supported by every health 
committee, every scientific institution, 
every agricultural society, every bank, 
every shipping form and maritime in- 
surance company in the country; which 
it can persuade the government to bring 
in, and get passed, a bill financing 4 
national campaign against the _ rat; 
when we see the- Russian, German, and 
Japanese governments obtaining in- 
formation from this society and adopt- 
ing its system for the. destruction of 
rats in their respective countries, we 
cannot deny that we are here face to 
face with a movement the economic 
and hygienic importance of which has 
not been hitherto realized in Great 
Britain, z 

Tne Man Who Started the War. 

It is not so very long ago that even 
in Copenhagen the seriousness of the 
problem was far from being understood 
by the man in the street. But one man 
did understand the rat and all its evil 
wavs, and worked the better part of a 
lifetime to make them understood by 
others. He was a civil engineer, called 
Zuschlag; whose hobby was the study of 
economic ‘zoology, in particular the life 
history of man’s enemies in the animal 
world. He noted that, while other 
pests ‘‘specialized,’’” as it were, con- 
fining their unsolicited attention to 
certain circumscribed spheres, the rat 
was ubiquitous. Agriculture and ship- 
ping, industries and trades, country 


| bubonic 


mansions and farm cottages, palaces and 
slums—all suffered from the depreda- 
tions of the rat. He began to gather 
statistics, and found that the rat ap- 
peared to be everywhere, to eat every- 
thing, to destroy everything, excepting 
alone stone and jron. His information 
told of whole acres of corn laid low, of 
raids made upon poultry farms, of 
nightly devastations In grocers’, bak- 
ers’, and butchers’ shops; of water- 
pipes gnawed through and places, in 
consequence, flooded, causing hundreds 
of pounds of damage. He was enabled 
to State that the rats cost his country 
every year at least 400,000 pounds in 
preventable damage. 

But there was another side to the 
“rat problem,” of far greater import- 
ance than the economic. Trichinosis, 
while a matter of small concern in this 
Country, is a very real danger in Den- 
mark and on the continent generally, 
Where much raw or partly smoked 
pork is eaten. Having consulted all 
the authorities on the subject, Zuschlag 
came to the conclusion that the rat— 
Mus decumanus, that is, the brown rat 
—is the main cause of this disease 
being still rampant, in spite of the 
most eleborate precautions exercised 
to prevent the sale of trichinous pork. 
“The authorities,” he said, “commence 
their preventive measures too late. In- 
stead of preventing the sale of trichi- 
nosed pork protect the pig against be- 
coming trichinosed! Kill off the rats! 
The rat !s undoubtedly the primary 
host of trichina spiralis, the parasite 
which causes trichinosis. Pigs are 
contaminated by eating trichina-har- 
boring rats, and man contracts the 
disease by eating trichinosed pork. 
Ergo: kill off the rats!” This view was 
recently accepted by the German gov- 
ernment, for in a rescript by the impe- 
rial chancellor to the various allied 
states it is requested that in future 
the rats are to be exterminated in any 
district where a case of trichinosis 
has occurred. 

How Plague is Spread Abroad. 


The last count in Zuschlag’s indict- 
ment against the rat is the terrible part 
played by it in the dissemination of 
plague. He published his 
views in 1903 In a book which may 
be regarded as the standard work on 
the subject and the official declaration 
of the international war against the

Having published, in 1898, his first 
book, entitled, “The Rat and Civiliza- 
tion,”” and placed his views before the 
Danish people in a series of newspa- 
per articles, he was invited to call a 
conference of men interested in the}! 
subject either on economic grounds or 
those of public health. The confer- 
ence took place, and resulted in a 
committee bejng formed, with Zusch- 
lag as president, charged with acquir- 


(ing a “war f@hest” and promoting his 
| scheme. : 


While Zus¢hlag does not discourage 
the employment of either trap, poison, 
or shillelagh,\ for that matter, against 
thg hated rat, he says: “All measures

From one palr of rats we get 
in twelve months a progeny of 600, 
If each town cotinell acts independently 
ef all othere, it is bound to happen 
that counell B will breed rate while 
eounelis A and-C are destroying them, 
Further, while all means are good, 
there is only one perfect system—the 
payment of a premium for each rat 
killed and handed In at appointed de- 
pots. Finally, no permanent good can 
result from our efforts in Denmark 
Unless our neighbors and other coun- 
tries make a similar effort... As long 
as Germany will let them come to us 
by land and Mngland will bring them 
by ship we ephall be killing rats for 
ever and aye.”

To provide an object lesson for the 
people at home and abroad in ihe 
destruction of rats the com- 
mittee selected Copenhagen and the 
neighboring Frederiksborg. The toial 
“bag’’ obtained in eighteen weeks 
amounted to 103,000 rats, at a cost of 
13,265 kroner (about 736 pounds) paid 
for premiums and cremating, or | |-2d. 
per rat. ‘‘Now,” said Zuschlag and 4.8 
committee, “you will all agree that 
each rat eats and destroys each day at 
least one farthing’s worth of food and 
material. One hundred and three thou- 
sand rats would have cost you about 
39,000 pounds. Having spent 736 pounds 
on Killing them, we have saved you 
38,000 pounds.”’ 

This way of reasoning appealed to the 
economical Dane. Campaigns were un- 
dertaken in other places with similar 
satisfactory results, and s0 much had 
Zuschlag’s scheme impressed the pub- 
lic mind with its practicability that in 
the following’ year first the Farmers, 
Union, then the Property Owners’ So- 
ciety, and then all the borough coun- 
cils presented petitions to the govern- 
ment and*Riksdag asking that Zusch- 
lag’s proposals should be embodied in 
a@aw without delay. Several bius were 
subsequently brought in and dropped, 
but last year the home secretary intro- 
duced a measure which was passed 
unanimously by both houses of parlia- 
ment, and became law last. March. 

This rat law is now’ in full swing. 
Under the act the state undertakes to 
spend 1,600 pounds annually for three 
years, and compels the county and 
borough councils to spend 3s. 3d. a year 
for each 100 inhabitants, on the society 
having given the undertaking that they 
will spend at least 500 pounds each 
year. In return for this expenditure 
the society is entrusted with the entire 
working of the act.

As a rule, classifications enter into the lim- 
itation of speed, 1 Omiles an hour being the 
general rule for congested city districts, 15 
miles for ordinary settled localities, and 20 
miles for the open country. Such limitations 
are very crude, for in each class the speed 
is habitually exceeded by skilful and care- 
ful drivers without accident or even danger, 
and, on the other hand, in each elass, care- 
less drivers may keep strictly within them, 
and yet continually expose other users of the 
road to risk of injury. This defect in the 
speed-limit regulations is recognized in au- 
tomobile laws, which usually declare that 
the mere observance of the HMmits of spede 
does not free the driver from liability in 
case of accident, if actual carelessness is 
proved. In other words, the principle -ig es- 
tablished that at all times the driver must 


adapt his speed to the conditions on the 
road, and that these may, and do frequently, 
require a substanial modification of the speed 
Gradations as fixed by law. This latter mat- 
ter of dangerous driving as apart from ex- 


ceeding the arbitrarily fixed speed-limit is 
habitually disregarded in all attempts to en- 
force the law.

Commission Urders Publication of 


Schedules, and Stipulates No 
Change in Schedules Can Be 
Made Without Consent 
of the Commission, 


No tran now scheduled in Georgia 
is to be taken off without the consent 
of the railroad commission of Georgia; 
no changes in the schedues as now 
existing are to be made without a 
three-day notice by publication of the 
trains running through that station, 
and in addition there shall be printed 
continuously in some paper of general 
circulation the schedules of the roads 
operating in that community. 

These are the salient points of an 
order just issued by the railroad com- 


mission of Georgia, signed by Chair- 


‘man McLendon and Secretary George 
|F. Montgomery, and becomes effective 


at once. It is carried out in the pre- 
mise of this general order No. 2 that 
the railroad commission adopts as its 
own schedules those schedules now 
sbeing maintained in Georfia. 

This is one of the widest and most 
sweeping orders yet issued by the re- 
organized commission, and will get in 
its good work instanter. This order 
was doubtless brought about by the 
recent sudden change of schedules in 
the state without due notice by pub- 
lication being given those to be ef- 
fected by the change. 

Besides this, several trains have 
been taken off, greatly to the incon- 
venience of those living on the lines 
affected. 

The commission, with its enlarged 
powers, has seen fit to step in and 
declare that no more trains shal] be 
discontinued without the consent of 
the commission, and that further no 
changes in schedule are to become ef- 
fective without three days’ publication. 

The commission especially streses the 
point that the schedules of all trains 
operated in this state shall be pub- 
lished continuously in some paper in 
the community affected, providing al- 
80 that the rate shall not be above 
that charged for sheriff's advertise- 
ments. 

This will prove a great boon to the 
traveling man, who 
bled to look at his paper, see when 
his train leaves, and know that the 
printed schedule is the correct 
and that there is no 
being a change ‘“‘without notice.’’

Defense Against Bucking on Decline 

In this connection it may be noted 
that as teams are compelled to center 
much of their defensive practice 
guarding against forward passes, onside 
kicks and quick dashes around the end, 
it stands to reason they have less time 
to work out the defense for strong buck- 
ing plays. It is not only that more men 


are peing drawn away from the line an‘: 


into the back field for the purpose of 
helping out on forward passes, ete., but 
the line men who do remain are not as 
well coached in stopping mass play, be- 
cause it is no longer deemed necessary— 
the practical impossibility of pushing the 
ball from one end of the field to the 
other on mass play at the rate of 3 1-3 
yards per down being clearly 
nized. For this very reason, however, 
a good clever buck will often this year 
go 6 and 8 yards where two years ago 
it woulq have been stopped with less 
than 2 yards’ gain. 

It's decidedly a varied game we have 
nowadays to master and unfold.

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**Bicycles,”’ ejaculated W. T. MacGuire, 
manager of a ‘leading wheel factory in ths 
middie west, who has just returned from a 
summer abread, ‘‘I have seen more bicycles 
during the past few months than I ever 
dreamed were in all the world. 

‘From the time I landed at LiverpSBol till I 
took ship for home at Cherbourg it seems to 
me that I have been seeing nothing but 
bicycles. The roads are black with them on 
week dars and they fairly clog the high- 
ways Sundays and holidays. 

“The remarkable feature concerning the use 
of bicycles abroad, hosvever, is not the mere 
number that is used, but the universal man- 
ner in which they are employed commercially. 
The fact is, the bicycle abroad is a commer- 
Cial proposition first, and a pleasure vehicle 
afterwards. At that there are many more 
Wheels ridden for sport over there than there 
are here; it hardiy needs the evidence of @ 
holiday afternoon to prove that. 

“It is safe to say that any business house 
whose product can be delivered, and 90 per 
cent of all other business, use the bicycle in 
some form, or its first cousin, the tri-car. It 
does not make any difference whether the 
firm can afford to own automobile deliveries 
Or not; it will have tri-cars and bicycles also. 

“I happen to know one house of outfit- 
ters for women, which not only has*automo- 
biles, horse-drawn vehicles and tri-ecarts, but 
two or three safety bicycies as well. The tri- 
Cars are ready for an office boy to use in a 
hurry, and the bicycles seem to be kept for 
the use of all hands. 

‘“I.dare say there are many bicycles in the 
cellars of Toledo business houses, that have 
been there for years. No one expects to get 
any service out of them. But in England, 
even the banks have an equipment ef bicycles 
for use of the clerks and messengers, and 
they are kept up in the same sort of @ 
Style that an English house would care for 
its horses. The wheels are for use, they are 
important factors in everyday business life 
abroad, and that is all there is of it. Some 
day, when we have grown wiser, our com- 
mercial houses will learn how valuable every 
minute of a business day can be made, and 
we will see bicycles and tri-cars in every 
Store, but just now the conditions are. re- 
versed. Staid old England is showing us the 
way to hustle.’ 

Asked as to the actual number of wheels 
being made in England, Mr. MacGuire stated 
that it was hard to make a satisfactory esti- 
mate, or get data from one manufacturer that 
would not be contradicted in part by some 
other maker. But taking a number of ex- 
pert opinions as a basis of computation, he 
stated that in accordance with the population 
of the two countries, England has for a year 
"or two been making 25 per cent more wheels 
than America. 
| The fact must not be overlooked that Eng- 
|land did not see so serlous a slump as the 
one that overtook American makers about 
; ten years ago. It will be seen, therefore, 
| that the enormous development of the wheel 
for commercial uses Is not a mere freak, but 
/a@ gradual growth. 

The matter strikes an American strangely, 
Simply because over here we have been 
, standing still up to two or three years ago, 
| when the statistics on wheel production sud- 
| dénly began to soar. The number 
made and sold in the United States in 1907 
‘has been conservatively estimated as eéx- 
| ceeding that of 1906 by 50 per cent, so it will 
| be seen. that the same influences are at work 
'on this side of the water that created the 
bicycle revolution abroad. 

Kinglish Wheels and Their PecuHar- 
ities. 

‘‘Are English bicycles cheaper 
that they are marketing so many of them?’ 
was asked of a bicycle manufacturer who has 
recently toured Europe with his eyes open. 

‘‘On the contrary,’’ was the reply, ‘‘the 
English-made wheel brings more money than 
|} ours, even without the extras that the Eng- 
i lish rider wants and is willing tq pay for, 
‘‘For instance, one of the well-known Brit- 
| ish makers of bjeycles, but not regarded as a 
/very high-priced one, sends out a price list 
on Which his. cheapest wheel is lIisted at 
| $29.88 in American money. This is’ without 
any extras, and in. the matter of construction 
'+-wWith one exception—is well worth the money. 
The exception Jies in the tires, which usually 
are much poorer than we put on a moderately 
riced wheel over here. 

“Who buys the European wheel? 
every class that we heve that uses a bicycle 
finds counterpart on the other side,. and 
in addition there are other classes that buy 
wheels by the thousands, where here they 
are bought by the hundreds.

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MRS. DECKER WRITES 
TO STATE PRESIDENTS 


The following interesting letter from 


Mrs. Sarah S. Platt Decker, the presi- 
dent of the General federation, will no 
doubt be of wide interest, in view of 
the important subjects of which she 
writes. 
As will be observed, she lays especial 
stress upon uniformity in year books: 
My Dear Madam President: I trust the 
summer has been restful and agreeable and 
that you are coming to your winter's work 
with courage and cheerfulness. 
There are three matters which I 
commend to your consideration. In the first 
place, the question of a uniform year book. 
At the council meeting in Jamestown it was 
recommended to the state presidents that the 
year books he printed in uniform size, and 
that the Illinois year book be used as a 
model. This was adopted by the council, At 
the present time the year books vary to such 
an extent that it is almost impossible to keep 
them on file with any satisfaction. The 
largest year book I have measures 9x6 inches 
and the smallest 5x3'. inches. There are 
many variations of these sizes, especially in 
width. There must always be variations in 
thickness, according to the material. The 
lilinois year book measures 7'9x5 inches. It 
is @ grayish blue in color and is very plain 
on the outside, having ‘‘Iilinois Federation 
of Women’s Clubs,"’ the state seal, then the 
date. The color of the book, of course, might 
vary. The Ohio and Texas year books were 
dark gray, and were very much admired. It 
would be a very agreeable thing if the year 
beoks could be made in this uniform fashion, 
as it would be so much easier to preserve 
them. 1 commend this to your thought. 
The second matter upon which I would like 
your opinion: I have found during all my 
travels over the country that while the clubs 
which belong directly to the General Federa- 
tion, know of its work to some extent and are 
interested in it, the clubs which helong 
through the state only, in many instances, 
are absolutely ignorant of the General Fed- 
eration, or anything pertaining to it. I have 
suggested to the board of directors that we 
issue a card calling attention to the bureau 
of information, the Federation Bulletin and 
the coming bienntal—the three ‘‘Bs’’—and that 


desire to 


we distribute the cards, giving perhaps eight 
or ten to each club in the satate federation, 
whether members directly of the General 
Federation or not. I would Hke to ask your 
opinion as to whether this expense would be 
justified in its results. The argument for 
this plan is that if the General Federation 
could have the absolute support of the state 
federations, through their clubs not federated 
in the General Federation, there is no limit 
to our accomplishment of work, but if the 
bulk of the state federations know nothing 
about the general, we are losing all the time 
in coneerted action and we are much more 
ineffective. I shall be glad to hear from 
you on this subject. 

Third—I have had many letters from state 
presidents regarding the proposed intérnational 
scholarship fund. I have asked Mme, Thayer 
to write a letter embodying her ideas and 
thought of the whole matter, and | subjeoin 
this letter. 

l realize, as you do, that it would be a 
great undertaking to ralse the money for this 
fund. It ia not expected that the state fed- 
erations alone could do that work, but it has 
been hoped that the interest would be aroused 
so that wealthy women in each state would 
contribute. There is no greater project be- 
fore the women of the world today than 
union with each other. If all the FEnglish- 
speaking women could become friends and 
comrades through some united work there 
could be mighty progress made in the things 
most needed for the advance of 
in all good lnes. 

Of course, the scholarship fund wiil be of 
slow growth, but if we once begin we shall 
surely accomplish what we undertake, I be- 
speak vour interest for this and ask you to 
read Mme. Thayer's letter most carefully. I 
hope I shall have an answer to my letter to 
you, and I want you to believe that I always 
think of vou with the greatest interest and 
pleasure. Only for the state presidents all 
ever the country I should have no courage 
to earry on the responsibilities. which come 
with this office. It would be a great record if 
every state president could be present at the 
next biennial. I hope that may be the case. 

Wishing you a most profitable and success- 
ful yvear and hoping your @talth and strength 
will be all that you could desire.

TYPOS HAVE UNION 


IN CITY OF MANILA 


Trade unlfonism im the orient Is not, 
as a general rule, abnormally developed, 
but in the Philippine islands and espeéc- 
flally Manila, and the larger towns of 
the archipelago, there are dozens of 
so-called unions dominated by shrewd 
individuals, chiefly for political purposes 
and to extort what they can from the 
ignorant masses of Filipinos. 

In 1803 the American printers of 
Manila decided that they would organ- 
ize a union under the jurisdiction of 
the International Typographical Union 
of North America, provided they could 
be granted a charter. Application was 
made, and a charter sent out, which 
was signed by four-fifths of the Ameri- 
can printers in Manila. After organiza- 
tion the union consisted of twenty-three 
members—every journeyman American 
or English-speaking printer in Manila. 
The greater portion of its members were 
employed in the bureau of public print- 
ing, the government printing office of 
Manila, but four or five members were 
from commercial offices. 

The union has been a staunch one, 
and paid its pro rata share on all strike 
assessments, etc., on account of the 8- 
hour day, although its members only 
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work seven hours, half holiday Satur- 
day. 7 

On account of the policy of the in- | 
sular government to have natives take | 
the places of Americans as they be- | 
come competent (?), the American force , 
has been gradually reduced, until the, 
membership of No. 626 now numbers. 
only eight. When Manila union was” 
organized the question of taking in “our ' 
little brown brothers,” as Secretary |

but after full investigation of the mat- 
ter it was decided that we could not 
take them in under our laws, either as 
journeymen, two-thirds, or even, as ap- 
prentices, 

Manila union hadn't the honor of be- 
ing the first union in the orleht char-' 
tered from the “homeland,” for. the 
electrical workers beat us to it by a few 
weeks. The relations between these 
two unions were very cordial, and joint 
celebrations and gatherings were of 
frequent oceurrence. We think that this 
idea of “getting together’ might be 
of benefit to all unions.

ANOTHER UNION VENTURE. 

Along the line of meritorious concep- 
tions and achievements of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union none occu- 
pies a higher place than the proposition 
to pension superannuated members of 
the craft, which was adopted by the re- 
cent convention of the union, and sub- 
mitted for membership vote. Alms 
houses, infirmaries and kindred institu- 
tions may be filled with humanity whose 
circumstances during life, either through 
prodigality or misfortune, have prevent- 
ed the saving of pennies for the prover- 
bial “rainy day,’’? but the International 
Typographica] Union will have none of 
these, for in addition to its Union Print- 
ers’ home at Colorado Springs, it is ser!- 
ously considering the possibilities of an 
international pension scheme that will 
enable it to place in independent cir- 
cumstances those of its membership who 
have run life’s race with no financial ad- 
vantage to themselves, and who are, for 
family or other reasons, unable to take 
advantage of the adequate provisions of 
its haven of rest. 

Local typographical unions of the 
larger size have grappled with the pen- 
sion proposition with more or less suc- 
cess, but the International Typograph- 
ical Union giving the matter consider- 
ation and standing insures a widespread 
international character to the movement 
that can have no other effect than the 
dove-tailing and cementing of that fra- 
ternal spirit that springs spontaneously 
from heart to heart among printers, 
and which has had feasible demonstra- 
tion of utility in the Colorado Springs 
retreat—its bounty unpurchasable, its 
charity without price.’’ 

The International Typographical union 
never does anything by halves. An or- 
ganization of 50,000 members, scattered 
throughout the United States and Can- 
ada, that can begin with a working 
capital of $10,000 and Intelligently and 
successively build and conduct an insti- 
tution representing every penny’s worth 
of $500,000, can be relied upon to orig- 
inate and inaugurate a plan for pension- 
ing its aged and infirm membership that 
will be worthy of emulation for organi- 
zations of like character.

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OPPOSE EMIGRATION.

The Farmers’ Educational and Co-, 
operative Union of America was char-' 
tered under the laws of the state of 
Texas on August 28 1902. 

It fs of Texas origin; was brought 
into being in the greatest common-* 
wealth in the southwest and thence has 
gone forth on mission of food to 
the farming classes, into all the south- 
ern states and many in the west and: 
northwest. 

The organization Was corceived in 
the mind of Newt Gresham, of Point, 
Rainscounty, Texas, was was at thetime 
the charter was granted for this, the 
freatest of all farmers’ organizatiens, 
45 vears of age. He nad been a far-, 
mer nearly all his life. He edited a 
newspaper a few vears, with the vary- 
ing vicissitudes of the country weekly

Born in Alabama, February 20, 1858," 
he died at his home in Point. Tex. 
April 10, 1906, moursned not alone by

The Farmers’ Union has set the price 
of cotton four times and we have been 
successful in obtaining that price three 
times, and we will win the fourth time. 
The union: price of cotton is now 15 
cents a@ pound with a sliding scale up- 
ward of one-fourth cent a month to 
cover warehouse and other expenses of 
holding. For wheat the price is $} per 
bushel; for corn 30 cents a bushel: for 
cotton seed, $20 per ton. These are 
minimum prices. 

The basic principles of the Farmer? 
Union are justice, equity and the gzold- 
en rule. The spirit of its motto is to 
“live and let live.” It has no enmity 
for nor antagonism toward any legiti- 
mate or honest business under the sun, 
proposing to simply pursue the even 
tenor of its way, letting all other classes, 
business and undertakings that do not 
clash with or antagonize its *interests— 
that is the farming interests—do the 
Same. As stated, an imperious necessity 
brought it into existence and it has come 
Solely ‘by mutual effort and cooperation 
to enable its membership to contro] the 
prices of the commodities they may have 
to sell, to price their own property, and 
noc permit other people any longer to 
do thig for. them. 

Controlled Marketing. 

The plan they have adopteg to accom- 
plish their ends, the new trade system. 
if you please, is by ‘‘controlHed market- 
ing.’*” The means by which the union 
proposes to control the markets is 
through warehouses in which to store 
and hold their cotton for the agreed min- 
imum price. Elevators to hold their 
grain, cold storages to preserve their 
perishable products. The farmers in the 
northwest, especially in Iowa, are dem- 
onstrating the practicabllity and feasi- 
bility of the elevator plan, for by build- 
ing and owning cooperative elevators, 
they have driven the grain dealers’ as- 
sociations that have‘so long robbed them, 
to cover. In the south, the warehouse 
system for holding cotton is no longer 
an experiment. There are more than 
1,500 in the different southern states; 
over 300 here in Texas, and they are 
full of union cotton. These are 1loc4]! 
warehouses, owned by union members. 
In addition there are thousands of bales 
in cetton yards and stored under cover 
on the farms. Every bale of thig cotton 
is being held for the minimum price and 
will be sold fgr that price. 

The bugaboo cry of “supply and de- 
mand’ has ceased to frighten cotton 
raisers. They know there is not cot- 
ton land enough in cultivation to meet 
the needs of the world—needs that are 
continually increasing—and furt.ermore 
they are preparing to hold, themselves, 
the surplus, if there should accidentally 
be one.

world tremble, forgetting that in mod- 
ern times you cannot improvise a train- 
ed army, much less a trained navy, for 
which each pattleship requires three 
years in building; forgetting that mod- 
ern wars are absolutely won by prep- 
arations made in advance long before the 
battles are fought. 

It is only natural that our people 
shovld be forgetful of national defense. 
Herein lies the inherent weakneas of re- 
publics. The republics of history have 
all been short lMved. With larger indi- 
vidual liberties, the citizen becomes ab- 
sorbed in his own affairs and forgets 
his country’s affairs, especially its de- 
fense, and his country goes down be- 
fore countries with centralized govern- 
ments, where rational defense and war 
are given more attention. 

Heretofore America has managed. to 
get through, largely because the ocean 
was a barrier, and it took a foreign 
fleet about as long to reach our coasts 
as it required to build a fleet of our own. 
Now, however, the ocean, instead of a 
barrier, ig a great avenue of access. It 
takes years to build a single ship, while 
a hostile fleet can arrive from across the 
ocean in a few weeks. It is a question 
whether the high order of intelligence 
and patriotism of our people will over- 
come this inherent weakness of free in- 
stitutions, and make the preparation 
needed, not only to protect the nation’s 
interest and {ts existence In case of war, 
but also to avert and prevent war, $0 
that, as a peace people, we can work. 
out our destiny in tranquillity. 

Thus far it looks as though war and 
disaster will be required to 
lesson to our people. During these years 
of peace we have been utterly neglectful, 
and today we are defenseless in the Far 
East, presenting an urgent Invitation to 
Japan to attack us. 

For many wears thoughtful officers 
have urging a that we establish a strong, 
fortified naval base at Pearl harbor, 
near Honolulu. Yet searcely a shovel 
has been turned, and today we have no 
base in the Hawaiian islands, the very 
key to the Pacific ocean, upon which de- 
pend not only our great interests In the 
Pacific, but also the vital defense of our 
Pacific coast.. In the meanwhile Japan 
has been pouring its citizens into these 
islands, particularly since the war with

I in- 
spected this harbor and outlined a base, 
and urged its speedy establishment in 
June of 1900. Others have urged the 
Same thing repeatedly since then. To- 
day the work is scarcely more than be- 
gun, and we are literally without a naval 
base in all the Philippine islands. Some 
may imagine that it is imprudent to 
speak of our weaknesses, lest the Japa- 
nese learn of them. Alas! everybody 
know of them but Americans. The Japa- 
nese have been gathering information in 
every minute detail concerning all of 
our elements of defense. Our confiding 
authorities, following a time-honored 
custom, have freely given them access 
to almost everything. 

For instance, take the question of tor- 
pedoes and submarines, about which all 
nations except America have kept the 
strictest secrecy. The Japanese have 
experts who periodically visitand inspect 
our ‘works without objection. Recently 
a Japanese commission visited the tor- 
pedo works and were shown everything. 
They readily appreciated why t™r orders 
were behind, and that seriou fcul- 
ties were in' the way of the! smple- 
tion, and why we haid ordered fifty tor- 
nedoes from abroad. Shortly after this

a dispatch from absoad, which was never 
denied, reported that Japan had sud- 
idenly ordered $5,000,000 worth of tonpe- 
does, absorbing the available olltput for

An examination of the map, will show 
that Formosa geographically is one of 


the Philippine archipelago, lying ‘more 


than three-quarters of the way from Ja- 
ban to Luzon. Japan took Formosa 
from China in 1894, Little attention was 
paid to the island until after the war 
with Russia. Now it appears that Japan 
is establishing an important naval base 
there, and has detailed an army division. 
The meaning is plain. It’ is but a step 
from Formosa over to Ijzon. 

It is not necessary to bring up the 
report, undenied, that Japan was nego- 
tiating for the purchase of an island of 
the Dutch East. Indies abreast of Ma- 
nila; that Jajpanese engineers were found 
locating pases in the highlands of Luzon 
from which to signal Formosa, and that 
Japanese inspectors have swarmed over 
all the defenses of the islands; that a 
party of Japanese from (formosa have 
taken Partin, one of the small uninhab- 
ited northern islands of the Philippine 
group. It is clear that Japan has made 
all. her preparations for invading the 


being captured upon the outbreak of 
war, so they were ordered to.the Pacific 
coast. Even on this coast two old bat- 
tleships,. practically obsolete, and one 
new one that has been bwilding for 
eight years, are all we have to depend 
upon. In the Far. Bast we. haven’t a 
single fighting ship ang have no base 
from which a future fleet could operate. 

Japan has eleven more modern battle- 
ships ready and two great. battleships 
of the Dreadnought class nearly ready, 
and ‘ten armored cruisers ready and three 
huge armored cruisers nearly ready, and 
has four great bases in home waters. 
Japan could take the Hawajlian islands, 
Guam, the Philippine islands, Samoa, 
Alaska and the Aleutian islands without 
any’ material resistance. 

Furthermore, we are not warranted in 
assuming that we could. win back. these 
possessions after the arrival of our 
whole concentrated fleet. In fact, jt is 
doubtful if the fleet could ever be sent 
out there after war wag declared. ‘The 
Japanese have provided against this by 


their alliance with Great Britain, A 
movement to mobilize the British fleets 
upon the approach of war, or even the 
bare fact of the existing alliance, woulc

cause the Atlantic and gulf states to be- 
come alarmed, and, with dangér threat- 
ening in the Atlantic, the fleet could not 
be ordered away. But, adinitting that 
revulsion of feéling in England might 


intercept the British govérnment from» 


carrying out the stipulations of its 
treaty, a dangerous suppositidn upon 
which to hang our national security, 
even then the task of sailing around 
the Horn after war is declared becomes 
doubly difficult,.the question of coaling 
presenting almost insuperable obsta- 
cles. 

But suppose the trip was succes#ully 
accomplished, long before the fleet could 
reach San Francisco the Japanese would 
be in full possession of the Hawalian 
and Philippine islands and would speed- 
lly erect fortifications, and there would 


.be no base available in the Far Bast. 


The fleet would have to depend upon.our 
Pacific coast for a base. 

The Hawaiian islands would have to Be 
the firtg objective. Withthe Japanese in 
occupation in force, it would require a 
land force aecompanying the fleet larger 
than our whole present standing army, 
for which we could not get. transports, 
even after the.men were assembled, to 
hope to retake these lands or even hold 
without molestation a harbor for use 
as a coaling station. Any harbor so oc- 
cupied could only serve, for a coaling 
Station, even after a campaign of inva- 
sion. Decking and repairing would be 
out of the question. Supposing that this 
first objective were gained, the next 
move ‘would be upon the Philippine is- 
lands, 

It would be necessary to seize a har- 
bor for a base of operations. We are 
not warranted in assuming that Subig 
bay could hold out. Thé Japanesé wou'td 
have hag many months in which to land 
a great army with which to take Manila, 
Cavite and all other important. points, 
and to invest Subig bay from the land 
side. We thought we were daing well 
to keep the native Filipinos back from 
the land side during the early disturb- 
ances. In view of Port Arthur, we must 
assume that Subig Bay “would fall im- 
mediately. Our fleet reaching the archil- 
pelago would be like reaching Japan. 
The island would be occupied by hostile 
troops, and we could not secure and 
hold a harbor for a base in security with- 
out a large land force to cooperate, It 
would be too perilous to undertake to 
transport troops until the Japanese fleet 
was disposed of. At best we could only 
hope to gain a poor harbor distantly 


located, held subject perhaps to land at- 
tacks, for a base from which to operate 


as our fleet sought the Japanese fleet. 
if our feet -were ‘in heavily superior 
+, We would have to séek the 
Japanese fleet under the protection of 
powerful forts. Without a base a sus- 
tained dlockatie would be impossible. 
To attempt to force a fortified harbor 
would be to put our fleet at a dangerous 
disadvantage. As accidents happenéa 
and damage -was Sustaineg from Japa- 
nese armored cruiser squadrons, there 
would be no” place or facility for re- 
irs. Our shops’ bottoms would become 


All machinery would soon need over- 
hauling. Coaling would become almo#t 
impossible. Time would wear down our 
efficiency. . The typhoon season . would 
come.- The Japanese fleet would choose 
its own time, and probably its own place. 
for a pitched engagement, if we were 
able to get an engagement at all. Our 
crippled vessels could have no refuge. 
Our whole force, whether victorious or 
not, would drift toward gisintegration. 
Even if the Japanese fleet: were destrory- 
ed, the enemy would still be in full pos- 
session of the islands and we would 
still have before us the task of trans- 
porting a great army, without adequate 
transport service, 8,000 miles, ang land 
on hostile shores in the face of an over- 
powering Japanese army. It would prac- 
tically be like our country, without a 
transport service, without a trained 
army, trying to invade Japan. It simplv 
could not be done! When the Japanese? 
once seize these islands they are lost’ 

The only possible hope of our holding 
them {s to get our whole fleet to the 
Far East and hold it there. Stopping 
on the Pacific coast will not be sufficient 
Getting our whole fleet to the Far Hast. 
and getting it there quick, is the onlv 
hope of peace, ang while it Is getting 
there we must abselutely refuse war. 
and we must be prepared, if necessary, 
to accept any humiliation to prevent Ja- 
pan getting a pretext, 

Of course, we cannot permanent!¥ 
abandon the Athantic ocean: With our 
present fleet in full strength in the Pa- 
cific, we must then proceed to build two 
more equivalent fleets for the Atlantic. 
While the Panama canal is incomplete, 
and these new fleets are unfinished, we 
must be prepared to accept any humili- 
ation from any power of Europe,.as well 
as from Japan. This unhappy situation 
has come upon us because, absorbed in 
individual affairs, our people have neg- 
lected national affairs; absorbed at home. 
the nation has ~neglected its. duty 
abroad. 

Lnstead of. being the bulwark of lib- 
erty and hope of peace for the Orien*, 
through our neglect of preparation we 
are now liable any day to be the cause 
of war. Let us be prepared to put on 
sackcloth and ashes, and to put forth 
mighty efforts to produce works meet 
for repentance, 

For the immediate future, therefore, 
our motto must be: ‘“Builg ships and
